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Ralston Explains 
Re Resignation 

Col: J. Ralston, former Minister of 
National Defence, who resigned from 
Prime Minister King’s cabinet, to be 
succeeded by General McNaughton, 
has broken silence to reveal his reas¬ 
ons for resignation. He felt that 
Prime Minister King’s speech did not 
make the situation sufficiently clear. 
Col. Ralston said that after his visit 
to battlefionts overseas, he had ar¬ 
gued to the Cabinet that the home de¬ 
fence draftees should be conscripted 
for overseas service because the neea 
was immediate. Untrained men en 
listing could not be ready for Combat 
tih June, and 8000 trained diaftees 
could be in the battle area by Jan. 1. 
Agreeing with Mr. King that there 
were enough infantry re-enforce- 
ments in battle areas to bring units 
up to strength, he said there was not 
sufficient backlog to meet any unex¬ 
pected increase in casualties. There 
is probability of high casualties till 
January. It was on. the question of 
conscripting draftees for overseas 
that Col. Ralston split with the cab¬ 
inet. 

The forecast of military experts, 
lie said, was that by the end of TK 
cember an aggregate shortage in in¬ 
fantry would have developed, and 
would increase. Trained infantry men 
"were needed now, and enough volun¬ 
teers did not seem available in time. 
He did not "approve break-up units or 
reducing commitments when there 
were trained N.R.M.A. men available. 
At least two months must lapse be¬ 
tween the time a decision was marfe 
to send men, and their actual arrival. 
The first 8000 N.R.M.A. moved at 
once would reassure fighting men, 
and Others would follow to take up 
the 16,000'that Mr. King said were 
available. The remainder suitable 
could be trained further for action. 

Col. Ralston stated that aggregate 
casualties for all branches have been 
less than estimated,.but infantry has 
reached much higher proportion. 

He advocated the sending of N.R.M. 
A. men in addition to volunteers, ho 
considered the unknown quantities of 
the possibility of the war ending 
suddenly and the casualties being less 
than forecast. But he did not think 
it fair to fighting men .to depend on 
these possibilities, hence his, recofn- 
mendation that trained draftees be 
conscripted for overseas. This reso¬ 
lution was based, he stated, on what 
he learned overseas.

Electricity For 
Western Farms 


Prof. Andrew Stewart of Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, speaking on the de¬ 
sirability of electricity for farms 
says; 

“In Manitoba and Alberta, where 
well-developed transmission systems 
already exist, active preparations are 
under way for the building of farm 
distribution lines in the post-wa. 
years. "The Manitoba Electrification 
Enquiry Commission recommended 
the construction of lines to serve 25,- 
000 farms jn that province. Since 
then the Manitoba Power Commissiou 
has been’ proceeding with surveys to 
locate farm lines, and with such ex¬ 
tensions as the shortage of mater¬ 
ials has permitted. In Alberta, farm 
electrification is receiving the close 
attention of the newly formed Powe» 
Commission; and the private utilities 
are constructing three test areas this 
summer. The first poles are up to 
sesve 65 farmers in one locality; and, 
materjals and labour permitting, 
more than 200 farm homes will have 
electricity before freeze up. 

“Most of the prairie farms now 
electrified have their own plants driv¬ 
en either by gasoline or wind; and me 
farmers who. own these plants are 
well pleased with the service they get 
from them. 

“Whether farms are to be served 
from the power line or by the farm 
plant, it will be necessary for the far¬ 
mer to wire his buildings and to 
purchase electrical appliances. Wiring 
costs will vary greatly between 
farms. Initial costs for wiring might 
average from $150. to $200 per farm. 
The cost of equipment depends on the 
nature and number of appliances in¬ 
stalled, and will range from a smaTT 
amount for lights only to an invest¬ 
ment of several hundred dollars in 
equipment for farm and home. The 
larger the amount spent on appli¬ 
ances the greater the benefits secured, 
and the additional energy costs are 
small. - _ 

"If farms are connected to power 
lines most, if not all, of the Con¬ 
struction overhead will probably ne 
charged : n the minimum monthly 
bill, and the farmer will not have to 
invest his own capital to get energy. 
On the other hand, if the farm is to be 
electrified by the individual plant, the 
farm will have to purchase the plant 
and batteries. Reliable plants offered 
on the market vary considerably In 
capacity, cost, and the service they 
will provide. It ia possible to get a 
•mall plant which will light a few

A LBERTANS have learned from experience the dis¬ 
advantage of any block or colony settlement on the 
part of people migrating'to this province. In such set¬ 
tlements there is a definite lag in Canadianization. 
Their solidarity of Hum^^mcourages the tendency to 
maintain old language^J^ustoms and to live apart, 
self-sufficient, a definite loss so far as active citizen¬ 
ship is concerned. Eventually the school system and 
the penetration of Canadian ideas through other chan¬ 
nels breaks down the effort to perpetuate customs out 
of harmony with those of this country, but it may take 
two generations. It may take 40 years before such 
settlenftnts are led into useful, vigorous Canadian citi¬ 
zenship. In the meantime they, are non-participants, 
except for enjoying benefits. - Southern Alberta has its 
most obstinate example in Hutterite settlement, and 
the northern part of the province has had its own some¬ 
what kindred troubles.

Oats and Barley 

Twenty-two different varieties of 
oata appeared among samples sent 
in to our laboratory, last year, for 
germination tests. Only eight were 
included in lists of recommended 
varieties. They are: Ajax, Banner, 
Eagle, Exeter, Laurel (hulless). 
Legacy, Vanguard and Victory'. 
However, these figures do not pro¬ 
vide a true picture, because only 
5.3 per cent of the total sajnples 
received were of non-recommended 
varieties. In other words, judging 
from the material which passed 
through our laboratory, 94.7% of 
the oats- in the Prairie Provinces, 
in 1944, grew from seed of recom¬ 
mended varieties. • 

The situation with respect to 
barley is similar, but not quite so 
good. Seventeen different varieties 
were included in samples we tested 
for germination; but only eleven 
are officially recommended. OAC 
21, Mensury Ottawa 60 and Olli 
are recommended, in specified areas, 
for malting purposes; while Plush, 
Wisconsin 38, Sanalta, Rex, Pros¬ 
pect, Newal, Regal and Trebi are 
considered suitable feed varieties. 
Of the feed varieties, all except 
Trebi are smooth awned. 88.8% of 
the samples received were derived 
from recommended varieties. Some 
varieties are suited to some areas 
and others to others. Detailed 
recommendations may be obtained 
from Dominion , Experimental 
Farms, Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture, Universities or Line 
Elevators Farm Service. 

Line Elevator agents are author¬ 
ized distributors of scad grain for 
Crop Improvement Associations in 
Manitoba and Alberta, and for the 
Seed Growers' Association in Sask¬ 
atchewan. Farmers are invited to 
consult* them about germination 
tests and seed supplies. *

THE DISAPPEARING ACT 
OF RUBBER-SOLE SHOES 

In normal times most young Canadians got at 
least one pair of rubber soled, canvas-top shoes 
a year. But natural rubber supplies fell into 
enemy hands, and the manufacture of rubber 
footwear was drastically curtailed. We’re now 
using reclaimed and synthetic rubber iiv these 
shoes—there have been more of them this year 
and there will be more next year. Leather-soled 
shoes have had to l>e used in place of this rubber- 
"Soled footwear hut shoes made of leather need 
more care than rjmning shi>es. When they don't 
get it they wear out more quickly; when they get 
wet they must be dried slowly, awaf from direct 
heat—and they should be greased also. It's not 
always a ease of poor quality; it's poor care. 


OF CHILDREN’S SHOES LAST YEAR 


In the last twelve months Canadian manu¬ 
facturers made for Canadian children 
about 25% more shoes than in 1939—o 
fine job—done by the organization and 
direction of production by this Board's 
Footwear Administration and the co¬ 
operation of manufacturers. And this was 
accomplished while they were making 
more essential type shoes for war work¬ 
ers, who wear out their shoes faster 
than they do in their normal employment.

tained at the highest level con¬ 
sistent with the labour and mate¬ 
rials available. While shoe fac¬ 
tories have l>een working over¬ 
time. factory capacity for civi¬ 
lian shoes cannot be expanded in 
wartime and it’s not possible to 
change plants from the manu¬ 
facture of one type of shoe to 
another,—for instance, from wo¬ 
men's to children’s. The pro¬ 
cesses, the machines and the 
lasts are different.
